Originally th© dlseas© was be­ 
lieved to be caused only by contact 
with infected goals, or by drinking 
contam inated goat s milk. It wa* a 
rare disease 
in this country, but 
commonly seen abroad, especially 
in the 
M editerranean 
countries. 
Within th© past few years undu­ 
lant fever bas increased greatly In 
the Lulled States. This baa creat- 
(sl a new public health problem . 
and him led to the discovery that 
the disease can h© transm itted not 
only by the goat but by other do­ 
mestic animal*. 
Undulant fever is an infectious 
disease due to a germ called "bru­ 
cella abortus." This germ attacks 
cattle, *heep, goats and pigs. The 
drteasei# transferred to man either 
by contect with an infected anim al, 
or by drinking milk obtained from 
an infected goat or cow. 
The symptoms of th* d is u s e -re 
sim ilar to those of typhoid fever-
